Raids on gambling dens 
up 212 over 1947 


There werc 634 raids on gamb­ 
ling 
establishments 
in 
Cook 
county in 1948, compared with 
422 in 1947. an 
annual 
nnort 
from 
Sheriff 
Elmer 
Michael 
Walsh disclosed this week. 
There were 582 gambling de­ 
vices confiscated by Cook county 
police in 1948 compared to 286 in 
Sheriff Walsh’s first year in of­ 
fice. 
It appeared from the report 
that people like to gamble in the 
month of September more than 
any other month with 73 raids 
occurring in that month. 
Fines assessed against gamb­ 
ling joint operators jumped from 
$29,740 in 1947 to $48,254 for the 
present fiscal year. Chief Albert 
H. Johnson of the county police 
stated: Police activity has 
in­ 
creased because the 
population 
jump in unincorporated areas, 
not policed by regular village 
law* enforcing forces, was greater 
than in corporate towns. 
In six raids, tow’ trucks were 
called into service to rip from 
floors heavily imbedded slot ma­ 
chines. 
Some of the one-arm 
bandits were disguised as ice 
machines, others 
as 
television 
equipment. 
The lives of 48 ba­ 
bies may have been saved by 
the incubator equipment made 
available by the three district 
police headquarters in 
Morton 
Grove, Bedford park, and Home­ 
wood.

FARMERS ON a calendar year

Diabetic Care 
The most important thing for a patient with diabetes 
to learn is how' to take care of himself. 
Although we can­ 
not yet cure this condition, we can allow the diabetic to 
live a practically normal existence. 
Because of the dia­ 
betic’s susceptibility to infection, he must be constantly on 
guard in order to halt such infections befoie they become 
severe and resistant to treatment. 
Care of the teeth is extremely important. 
Frequently 
the teeth of the diabetic children are better than those of 
other children, possibly becau.se sweets and candy must be 
omitted. 
Infections of the teeth and gums aie much more 
easily prevented than treated. 
Bad teeth may be worse 
than nu teeth because the accompanying infection makes 
th** diabetes worse. 
There are several suggestions for the 
diabetic in caring for his moutfy 
1. 
Teeth should be cleaned by a dentist every three 
months and examined for cavities. 
2. 
An X-rav should be made every two years. 
3. 
Teeth should ht brushed at least twice a day using 
a small toothbrush with tufts wHl separated. 
4. A mixture of equal quantities of soda bicarbonate 
and table salt is a satisfactory tooth powder. 
5. 
Massage the gums with the fingers, working them 
down toward the teeth after each brushing. 
Following th^se precautions, 
tho average dibetic can 
keep his teeth as King as a non-diabetic. 
Foot hygiene is another important phase 
care the diabetic must observe because this is 
which infections commonly occur.

The failure of a ‘trivial skin infection 
to heal should immediately arouse suspicion of inadequately 
controlled diabetes. 
These complications will seldom occur 
if the skin and clothes are absolutely clean. 
Some of the 
conditions which may be encountered are itching, athlete’s 
foot, boils, carbuncles, and poison ivy. 
These should be 
vigorously treated under the direction of your physiqian 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Prolonged, serious infec­ 
tions may lead to gangrene, diabetic coma, or even a fatal 
outcome.

I owner of the house had to pay 
I twice as much tax as the owner 
of the corn in the crib, although 
the house and the corn were in 
fact worth the* same amount of 
money.

Under 
the 
100*7 
assessment 
laws, if the State Departm ent of 
Revenue finds that the house 
worth $10,000 is assessed at $2,- 
500, or one-fourth of its full val­ 
ue, and that this is the average 
for the county, then the State 
Departm ent of Revenue directs 
the county clerk to m ultiply the 
assessed value of all real estate 
and personal property by four. 
After the county clerk multiplies 
all property by four, the owner 
of the house pays taxes on a 
$10,000 valuation, th® owner of 
the corn in the crib pays taxes 
on a $5,000 valuation.

In addition to the correct place­ 
ment. number and types of lights for 
various locations on the farm, there 
ts another factor to be considered. 


That Is a wiring system which Ie 
planned for adequacy. An efficient 
wiring system will p r o v id e y o u r 
lights and electrical equipment with 
all the electricity required for maxi­ 
mum operation. 
A recommended guide provides the 
following information as to lighting 
outlets needed for satisfactory illu­ 
mination of some typical buildings: 
DAIRY BARN — Outlet every 12 
feet on center line of alley, or slight­ 
ly off center, if necessary, to clear 
manure carrier. In the feed alley, in­ 
stall lights every 20 feet on center 
line of alley. Each group of lights 
should be controlled by separate wall 
switches. MILhi HOUSE—Outlet for 
every IOO square feet of floor area. 
Including one rn the center of tho 
ceiling and one or two in each woifc 
area POULTRY HOUSE—Outlet for 
every 200 square feet of floor area, 
installed a c c o r d in g 
to individual 
practices in providing laying hens 
with 13 hours of light in every 24 
hours. Use of a time switch will re­ 
lieve farmer from turning lights on 
and off at required periods. Dim light 
outlets should be on separate circuit. 
BEEF CATTLE BA R N — Outlet for 
every 250 square feet of open pen 
area.

SHED—Outlet every 20 feet on cen­ 
ter line of feed alley. HOG AND

Crippled children

Figures released by Herbert R. 
Kobes, M. D., director of 
the 
University of Illinois Division of 
Services for Crippled Children, 
revealed 
that 
833 
physically 
handicapped children of Illinois 
had been provided with hospital 
care under the Division’s pro­ 
gram during the last fiscal year. 
This hospital service totaled 32,- 
650 patient days care at a cost 
of $276,560.06. S ix hundred sev­ 
enty operations were performed 
on 557 of these children. 
This amount does not repre­ 
sent the total expend'd for hos­ 
pital care for these children since 
hospital insurance* benefits along 
with paym ents by parents and 
the National Foundation for In­ 
fantile Paralysis through 
their 
local 
chapters on 
poliomyelitis 
patients are not included in the 
above figures. 
Residents of Cook County will 
be* interested to learn that 58 
children from their county 
re­ 
ceived 2226 hospital days care at 
a cost of $21,875.50.
